The library com- 
mittee wishes crashed stone and the 
church committee Tltrlfled brick. 
When the question of material Is 
agreed on ihe work will hr done. 

A concrete curbing around tlie li- 
brary lot If needed, as the embank- 
ment win be trampled down, and one 
of the prettiest corners rained other- 
wise. Tnis will require several thou- 
sand dollars, but It will likely be pro- 
vided for. 

The chartPr provides fTint the II 
bt\-iry slia^l recolve ihrrf pnr 'ont of 
the school levy and one-half the net 
fines and costs In police court. As 
the school apportionment Is |33.fl00 
the library Income from taxes should 
be »f>fin. while bne-half of last year's 
po'.li c court flnes would be 13,457.28, 
making a total revenue of $4,447,28, 
showinc that the llhrary board has 
not askrd for all If Is entitled to. 
Under the Carnegie contract ten per 
cent should be levied, which would 
make the Income about |7.000.

Tbe iiic k s.r.i is mined and hrougilt 
to the surface in the form of brine, 
through wells nearly 100 feet deep.

This is likewUe true of. Philadelphia, 
though tfliat cHy Is paying many mil- 
lion dollar.s to have some of the rail- 
roads elevate therr tracks. It Is true 
Of Stt. Louis which Is now contem- 
plating track eUvation. And U is 
true of evory other «l*y worthy of the 
name of etty In AaiKrlea. By similar 
law other ettia% liko Chicago, can 
compel the removal of any conduits 
or other obstractlons without paying 
an.v damaRcg. providing »uch be neces 
sary for ihe cities' improvement. 

An arbitrary law is this police 
power, and Its extont kaa >been most 
forcibly emphasised daring the pro- 
greaa of track e'lOraUon in Chicago. 
Tor there were Aiany corporations 
who were angered and felt outraged 
at being dUrturhed and at beini^ forced 
to undergo great expense for the ben- 
ent of tlie etty, and they had re- 
course to .the courts. But the city 
won In every inctanie; a»d in no case 
has tL*y single poMIe ssrvtfoa carlMva-

Tiie fj'hei, tor, yrarF o!d, was la- 
ken from the waRon In a dyinf? con- 
dition by friends at raulillla, and the 
captain's wife sttccumt>ed to illness 
at ArllagUM. 

It appears that the closing In of 
Winter found the Coyote village In 
prosperou.i condlilon. crops havine;
